Would Provide Work For 
Jobless— Council Ch’ders 
An Estimate Prepared 


The registration ot voters for 
the August 30 primary election 
will close next 'Thursday, July 
21, in conformity with the State 
law requiring registrations 40 
days in advance of an election. 

All registration records have 
already been broken in Sierra 
Madre, about 1900 voters now be¬ 
ing qualified. The city was 
thoroughly combed for the muni¬ 
cipal election of this year when 
a new high record of 1822 was 
established, the number of eligi- 
bles exceeding those for the 1930 
election by 247. It jumped to 
1S36 before the presidential pri¬ 
mary of May 3. 

Nearly 250 local citizens lost 
their vote at the presidential pri¬ 
mary because they had refused at 
the time of registration to desig- 
nae their party affiliation. Many 
of these have since amplified 
their registrations by indicating 
the party whose ballot they wish 
to vote in August. Also there 
have been many changes in party 
affiliations and many who have 
changed their residence since they 
last voted have looked to their 
eligibility by registering the new 
address. 

The number of persons previ¬ 
ously registered as Democrats 
and who are now enrolling as 
Republicans somewhat exceeds 
the number who are identifying 
themselves with the Democracy. 
The presence in the field of a 
local candidate for the legislature 
in the new Forthy-eighth district 
in the person of City Business 
Manager A1 S. Myers, is held 
responsible for this situation by 
City Clerk Waverly E. Pratt 
With the presidential nominations 
out of the way, Mr. Pratt says 
many who are changing their en¬ 
rollment announce that they want 
to be able to support the home¬ 
town candidate for the Assembly 
race and insure his nomination. 

Persons who are not registered, 
who have moved since they last 
voted, who did not enroll as 
members of any party at the time 
of their registration or who wl.sh 
to change their enrollment, may 
do so any time between now and 
5 o'clock next Thursday by ap¬ 
pearing before City Clerk Pratt 
at the City Hall.

However, Mr. Hum¬ 
phries, a real estate man who 
was handling the transaction for 
me, drove me about the city to 
show me the churches and other 
places of interest. I noticed the 
almost complete absence of side¬ 
walks even on your main streets. 
That fact alone decided for me 
that there was something radic¬ 
ally wrong with your civic pride 
or municipal management. It 
seemed to me that the people of 
your city who didn’t drive cars 
were forced to walk in the streets 
much in the same manner as 
catUe.” 

Councilman W. J. Liawless, who 
moved that the survey be made, 
aa'i it was actually true that 
I>eople were obliged to “walk like 
cattle’’ on many of the thorough¬ 
fares in the residential districts 
and enumerated personal ex¬ 
periences and observations of near 
accidents. “’There is really grave 
danger,’’ said Mr. Lawless, “and 
I wonder that many of our 
children and older residents are 
not killed.’’ 

Business Manager Myers ex¬ 
plained that the city is without 
authority to compel the construc¬ 
tion of sidewalks and that the 
work could be undertaken only 
on petition of the affected prop¬ 
erty owners. It was possible, he 
thought, in view of the great 
need for the Impropement as well 
as for the employment of local 
citizens, to secure necessary sign¬ 
ers to the petitions on at least 
some of the streets.

year’s valuation throughout the 
county, the reductions have not 
been uniform.

The fact that there is a bal¬ 
ance in the building fund and 
that it will not be necessary to 
set up for this purpose in the 
present budget will reduce the 
school tax about 15 cents per 
$100 of valuation, hilrs. Allen 
said. 

Until it is ascertained what the 
local valuation is it will not be 
known to what extent it will be 
necessary to reduce teacher’s 
salaries. The board had recom¬ 
mended a reduction of 15 per 
cent, but it ' may not cut so 
deeply. Perfect amity exists be¬ 
tween the board and the teachers 
on the subject, the teachers hav¬ 
ing expressed a willingness to ac¬ 
cept whatever reduction the board 
feels it is necessary to make. 

“School conditions wrill be up to 
previous standards next year, and 
we are confident that the finan¬ 
cial status will be such that there 
will be no daflcit,” Mrs. Allen said 
yesterday.

Is transpor¬ 
tation. How it can be secured 
was the subject of an hour’s 
discussion after which President 
W. S. wull appointed a committee 
consisting of City Business Man¬ 
ager A1 S. Myers, J. Milton Stein¬ 
berger and L. R. Goshom to go 
into the subject from every angle 
and submit a recommendation. 

Announcement was made that 
a route has beeh mapped out 
that is capable of landing prac¬ 
tically any citizen of the city 
within two blocks of his door 
and that could be covered on a 
30 minute schedule from the Pa¬ 
cific Electric Railway. 

Also it was said that an indi¬ 
vidual who has made a survey of 
the transportation situation is 
ready to put the service into 
operation if guaranteed a nomi¬ 
nal subsidy, in return for which 
he would agree to carry passen¬ 
gers to and from any part of the 
city at 15 cents for the round 
trip. 

The idea of a municipal bus 
system was suggested. It being 
thought that it might thus be 
more quickly established and more 
directly answerable to public de¬ 
mands. In the event that the city 
should assume responsibility for 
the service as Santa Monica and 
other cities have done, it might 
be advisable to let out the ac¬ 
tual operating under contract, 
many of those present thought. 

George Norris was elected vice- 
president and Frank Spencer sec¬ 
retary-treasurer of the Mer¬

‘ At Sierra Madre's first p<diUcal 
meeting of the 1932 presidential 
campaign in the Woman’s club 
house yesterday afternoon, mem¬ 
bers of the Woman’s Democratic 
club beard the veteran E. W. 
Camp express a preference for 
the platform of their political 
party, but also to predict that 
President Hoover would again 
carry his native State—by about 
100 , 000 .^ 

“The great danger in American 
politics today,” Judge Camp said 
in reply to a remark that the 
man and not the party is gain¬ 
ing the votes, “la that the old 
principle of party government is 
being overlooked . . . 'There is 
now no basic difference in the 
platforms of the Republican and 
the Democratic parties. We are 
heading toward the Mexican sys¬ 
tem— rather than toward the 
English. In England the Liberals 
and the Conservatives are well 
defined. Here part of the Repub¬ 
licans are liberal, part otherwise 
— and the same with the Demo¬ 
crats.” 

In commenting on the respec¬ 
tive merits of the Rep^ibllcan and 
Democratic planks drawn up dur¬ 
ing the reoent convention, the 
Judge expressed his belief that 
of the two the Democratic was 
the more intelligible and out¬ 
spoken. When asked what remedy 
he could forward for the safe¬ 
guarding of the value of the dol¬ 
lar he said, in part: 

“Instead of collecting a billion 
dollars in taxes the government 
could issue a billion doUars in 
new currency. 'Thus prices would 
be artinclally raised. But the 
danger would be that it would be 
almost impossible for the party 
sponsoring such a thing to stop it 
at a proper point ...” 

A suggestion eras advanced 
that perhaps California would go 
DemocraUc in the coming elec¬ 
tion and Judge Camp replied that 
while Hoover carried the state by 
a half million votes in 1928, he 
would undoubtedly oarrY It by 
about 100,000 this fbU.

Unexpected good news has Just 
been received by the Sierra Madre 
school board that may have a 
material effect upon the tax rate 
to be levied here for scho<< pur¬ 
poses during the next year. 

Just as the local board’s budget 
was approved by the coimty 
superintendent of schools word 
was received that the Pasadena 
a^ool district had reduced the 
yearly charge for local pupils at- 
tsn^g the Junior High school of 
Pasadena from $60 to $40 a year. 

Prior to 1931-32 the charge 
was $6^ per pupil and a protest 
last year by the local trustees 
had the effect of bringing the 
item down to $60.

There are several colors, 
white, pink, deep rose and laven¬ 
der. They should be planted in 
full sun. 

The Oleander is a shrub that 
will bloom even if it is not 
watered. The colors are white, 
salmon-pink, light pink, deep rose 
and red. ^me are single and 
some double bloom. 

Abelia is a graceful spreading 
shrub covered with white bloom. 

Buddlea or summer lilac are 
fast growing tall shrubs, splendid 
for filling in backgrounds or 
covering up unsightly buildings. 
The flowers resemble sprays of 
Eastern lUac. 

Duranta is a tall shrub, cov¬ 
ered with dainty sprays of la¬ 
vender-blue flowers. It is quite 
drought resistant. The flowers are 
followed by yellow berries in 
the fall. 

. Eucalyptus Flcifolia or flower¬ 
ing eucalyptus—Some fine trees 
of these are blooming now on 
Hermosa Avenue, near Central. 
The great clusters of brilliant 
blossoms range in polor from 
rose-pink through all the reds and 
crimsons. 

Grevellia Thalemanniana - Such 
a name for such a pretty and 
Innocent looking plant.

CHEER UP—LET’S GET 
DOWN TO REAL VALUES 

! To the Editor of 
The Sierra Madre News: 

I "The only values destroyed In 
this country in the la.st three 
' years are ficticious and Inflated 
! values, not intrinsic values.” 

The above editorial is taken 
from a Pasadena paper dated 
July 7, 1932. 

Intrinsic values are still with 
us. This knowledge should bring 
comfort and renewed courage to 
the thousands who are struggling 
along under a load of despair,— 

' homes lost, business ruined, wages 
cut nearly to the vanishing point, 
and for eight or ten million of 
our people incomes have com¬ 
pletely vanished, excepting Incomes 
supplied by charitable Institutions. 
CHEER UP, you now know that 
intrinsic veilues are still with 
us. 

The only things we have lost 
are the “fictitious” values we 
have placed on ourselves and on 
things we formerly owned—-labor, 
business, homes were all "in¬ 
flated." What we still have left is 
"intrinsic" values, unless such 
values suffer a further decline. 
Such being the case, we will ar¬ 
rive at a lower lovel of intrinsic 
values. 

The "intrinsic” value of our 
ability to give service is still our 
cherished possession, but with 
the "Inflation" knocked out of it, 
we find it difficult to trade for j 
.such things as food and cloth- i 
ing. All our former estimates of 
values were only a state of mind 
bedevilled by "Inflated" ideas. The 
lower we value labor and the 
necessities of life, the less infla¬ 
tion there will be, and it follows 
as a matter of logic the greater 
will be the “Intrinsic” values of, 
let us say the purchasing power 
of the dollar. 

“Away with all those ideas of 
“inflation" or reflation, as it is 
sometimes called. Perhaps we are 
.still suffering from "Inflated” or 
"fictttiou.s” values. If so, let us 
deflate as rapidly as possible and

The fact that at the age of 86 
he Is coming into the fullest en¬ 
joyment of life, both physically 
and mentally, Is largely due to 
the contentment that comes with 
existence in Sierra Madre, D. A. 
Hauk told those gathered about 
him a his Brookside Lane home 
on the occasion of a celebration 
in honor of his birthday on June 
30. Surrounded by his wife and 
helpmate of 60 years, his children 
and Intimate friends, he talked 
most interestingly of hLs career. 

When the Hauks first came 
here 20 years ago, , from Long 
Beach, to camp out of week-ends, 
they decided that it was a pretty 
good place In which to finish 
their days. So they bought land 
at a time when Sierra Madre 
Canyon was a wilds, and upwn 
Mr. Hauks retirement from the 
jewelry business, moved there 
permanently. With his own hands 
he built their cozy cottage. 

Since that time he has worked 
tirelessly in Improving the house 
and beautiful yard, and in indulg¬ 
ing his hobbles - drawing, paint¬ 
ing and handiwork, as well as a 
fondness for nature which ex¬ 
presses itself in a collection of 
natural curios. 

Even now he retains a perfect¬ 
ly keen eye which enables him to 
execute fine-lined pen work with¬ 
out the aid of glasses. In his 
room he has many examples of 
his work of the past few years. 
Sketches of the mountains and 
woods, frames of rustic wood, a 
clock constructed entirely of 
yucca and rough limbs with a 
water color of a woodland scene 
in the space back of the pen¬ 
dulum. 

"Funny, when I first quit 
watchmaking I couldn't lift a 10- 
pound stone,” said Mr, Hauk, 
"but since then I've done so much 
work around here that I’m fit. 
Keeping busy that's why I’m as 
old as I am, and still keen . . ” 

In the yard there's an aviary 
of canaries, a aeries of fish 
pools, many trees. He made every¬ 
thing there but the trees. Set in 
the cement of the front porch 
are a variety of semi-precious 


stones. We learned from him that 
a greater portion of the world’s 
supply of such jewels come from 
C’alifoniia. Among the lot was a 
petrified sea shell, which Mr. 
Hauk found in the nearby Sierra 
Mad res. 

Both he and his wife had 
demonstrated to them on his 
birthday the esteem in which 
their neighbors and friends hold 
them. He received a small hand¬ 
made book, on each page of which 
was an individual birthday senti¬ 
ment. The party lt.self was quiet, 
and only their son, Wallace Houk 
of Pasadena, Mrs. Janet Strock 
of Sacramento, and Mrs. Scallet 
of Burbank, their daughters, and 
a few intimates were present.
